He 
now lives at 183 South Fourth street, 
Brooklyn, but in his schoolboy days his 
range was from Sloat Lane, the locality 
of which caunot now be made out, to 
Little Green street, which ran diagonal¬ 
ly from Maiden Lane to N«i*aau street. 
New' York. 

One who looks on the solid blocks of 
that\localitv today can hardly' believe 
that hi 1810-11 there were but a few 
scattered cottages there ami an old 
school house iu which one John Gris- 
comb taught for years. The next school 
house to the west was the domain of the 
noted or notorious John Iin^gles, whose 
stem countenance and limber cane are 
remembered only by a few of the very' 
oldest. He wlialed young Robert Bruce 
so fearfully that the boy swore revenge 
and trained bis muscles to whip the 
teacher, but just Inoforo he got obi 
enough the new regime for teachers aet 
in, and Ruggles jouruey'od south and 
died. 

When' Robert went to \york in the 
type foundry an expert couUk'cast fif 
teen type a minute. In 1840 he com¬ 
pleted his first machine and, sold the 
patent for a handsome sum. In 1840 he
